Plaza Deal Still Up In 
Air; Billiard Hall O.K/d 



The question of whether 
or not the village should va- 
cate a forty-foot strip of land 
in favor of the Orchard St. 
Plaza remains unsettled Tues- 
day night as Mayor Cunning- 
ham refused to put the rec- 
ommendation of his commit- 
tee to a vote of the board. 

With two members of the 
board, Roger Williams and 
Irving Walsh, absent from 
the regular meeting, the May- 
or said he would nol put the 
matter to a vote until the 
whole board was present. 
Walsh, he said, was in the 
hospital. The Mayor read a 
letter from Walsh saying he 
'opposed any action a other 
than leasing the property to 
the plaza. 

The problem developed 
when plaza representative 
Fred Walpolc, at a previous 
meeting, asked the village 
hoard to vacate a forty-foot 
strip of land on the west side 
of the parking lot, adjacent 
lo plaza" properly. The vil- 
lage, at a meeting about a 
year ago, agreed to lease the 
property to the plaza. How- 
ever, it was recently discov- 
ered that the property could 
not legally be leased to the 
plaza without advertising for 
bids. 

When Walpolc asked that 
the board vacate the prop- 
erty, several trustees object- 
ed that they had specified 
that the properly remain 
open for parking. They op- 
posed vacating the title un- 
less plaza owners would in- 
clude a stipulation that no 
building be erected on the 
forty feet. 

Mayor CunnlnghanT^-ap- 
pointed a committee of Er- 
nest Glenn, Eina'r Petersen, 
Ray Toft and David Nlssen to 



meet with plaza representa- 
tives and attempt to reach a 
solution. 

Chairman of the commit- 
tee Ernest Glenn reported to 
the board Tuesday night 
that the committee had 
agreed with plaza represen- 
tatives to vacate the 40-foot 
strip, with the provision that 
the strip should remain for- 
ever free, public, mifcnccd 
parking. Ray Toft, he said. 
was not in agreement with 
the rest of the committee, lie 
felt that the village should 
only lease the land. 

Glenn pointed out that he 
felt It was a reasonable com- 
promise. The original agree- 
ment made with the plavsa 
provided that the plaza could' 
lease the land, under a per- 
petual lease. Under the new 
agreement, he said, the plaza 
would bear the cost of pav- 
ing and maintaining the park- 
ing area, which would remain 
free, public parking, and the 
village would receive tax 
money for it. "I wish the 
village could make agree- 
ments like this with anyone 
— I'd be happy to vacate the 
whole parking lot," Mr. Glenn 
said at one time during the 
discussion. "They"d have to 
maintain the parking lot, for 
public use, and the village 
would collect taxes from it." 

Cunningham said he was 
opposed to vacating the prop- 
erty. The original agree- 
ment was for a lease, he said. 
"Under the circumstances," 
Mayor Cunningham said. "I 
don't see why it shouldn't re- 
main the property of the 
village." 

Dr. Vermeren, who waH 
present to represent the 
plaza, said that the short- 
term lease was not practical, 



because plaza owners could 
not be assured that the next 
village board would honor 
the agreement made by this 
board. 

In the discussion, that fol- 
lowed, Dave Nlssen and Er- 
nest Glenn both stated that 
I hey felt the village board 
was obligated to fulfill their 
agreement. When the re- 
quest was first made, both 
pointed out, the Mayor had 
urged that everything possi- 
ble be done to help plaza pro- 
moters for the good of the 
village. Nlssen said, "We 
promised. A deal was made 
a year ago." Glenn added 
that "this was a late date to 
back out of it, after the plaza 
had invested considerable 
money." Mayor Cunning- 
ham "declared they "should 
slick to the lease deal." 

When the Mayor refused 
to put the matter to the vote 
of the board, Dr. Vermeren 
protested that postponements 
would cause problems. 

The Mayor stated that the 
matter would be tabled until 
the next meeting of the board 
on August Itt.

Ernest Glenn pointed out 
that several users of village 
water outside the village were 
not getting billed at the in- 
creased rate. Clarence Shul- 
tis, village clerk, said bills at 
the new rate had been sent 
out this month. 

Regal China asked permis- 
sion to hook up to the village 
sewers on. a piece of prop- 
erty not within village limits. 
The board said they would 
have to first be annexed lo 
the village. 

Ray Toft, chairman of the 
police committee, said sev- 
eral questions had been 
brought up In regard to vehi- 
cle stickers, such as cars 
owned by state police, trucks 
housed within the village 
with owners living else- 
where, etc. The board agreed 
that any vehicle customarily 
housed overnight' in the vil- 
lage should have vehicle 
stickers, with the exception 
of state-owned cars.

There Is a tendency on the 
part of many Republican pre- 
cinct committeemen and even 
some leaders of the lie publi- 
can Party in Lake County to 
regard a coalition ticket in 
the upeominn judicial elec- 
tion that would include Cir- 
cuit Judge Philip Yager as 
something new and even Im- 
proper. 

Perhaps a score of years 
ago vsuch an eventuality In 
Lake .County would have 
been unthinkable, but there 
■ have been important and far- 
reaching changes in the po- 
litical picture here in the 
past decade. 

Certainly Wqukegan Mayor 
Robert Sabonjian. a political 
chameleon who can shift 
from Democrat to Independ- 
ent Democrat, to Republican 
and back again as effortlessly 
as he changes his shirt, was 
elected to his first two terms 
with the open and enthus- 
iastic support of leading 
Waukegan Republicans. 

Probably without this pre- 
cedent the Idea of coalition in 
the judicial race would be 
unthinkable, but many GOP 
loyalists who voted for "The 
Rock" wore surprised to find 
that lightning did not strike 
them in the municipal voting 
booth and they will be ready 
to risk lightning again. 

Of course township races 
have been coalition contests 



in most areas for many years 
with the dominant national 
party putting a few of the 
weaker parly on their own 
nun-partisan tickets for the 
sake, of the balance. 

This policy has been so suc- 
cessful in the past, as a mat- 
ter of fact, that many town- 
ships are resisting efforts to 
have the township offices 
elected on regular party 
slates. 

There, have been other in- 
stances of "understanding" 
between the .two parties so 
the popular Judge Yager may 
yet succeed in getting the 
nod at the Republican as well 
as the Democratic conven- 
tion.. 

Members of the Charles 
Percy family toured the 
courthouse in Waukegan last 
week, but the GOP guberna- 
torial nominee was not in the 
entourage. 

Percy, who appeared will- 
ing lo write-off Lake county 
votes earlier in the campaign 
when he engineered the 
purge of State Rep. W. J. 
Murphy, of Antloch, has ap- 
parently made a new ap- 
praisal of the situation and is 
exerting strenuous efforts to 
smooth relations here. 

And he is succeeding in 
some areas, particularly 
among some precinct commit- 
teemen who see In Percy's 



election a chance to get on a 
slate payroll. 

Some of these committee- 
men were among Rep. Mur- 
phy's staunchest backers, but 
they are beginning to see 
things in a new light and are 
talking party unity and pat- 
ronage at the same time. 

Percy still has a long way 
to go. however, and his per 
formance at the national con- 
vention when he settled for a 
"follow the delegation" role 
gained him few adherents in 
this.area. 

Percy is going to have to 
convince a good many people 
in Lake County that he is 
really 'in favor of Sen. Barry 
Goldwater and will support 
him all the way and he has to 
convince a lot of people that 
disenfranchising 19,000 Lake 
County voters was prudent 
and necessary before he can 
expect a substantial number 
of votes In Lake County. 

As of now there ore many 
close observers who see Gov. 
Otto Kerner carrying Lake 
County against Percy by a 
greater margin than he did 
against former Gov. William 
G. Stratton. 

Cong. Robert McClory held 
an informal open house at his 
new office In the Waukegan 
Post Office on Saturday and 
attracted too many well-wish- 
ers for the small room. 

Rep. McClory has been ex- 
pected to use the prestige of 
his office lo take a more posi- 
tive posture in Republican 
party leadership in Lake 
County, but apparently the 
cares of his office have ham- 
pered him in this regard. 
** +

political, social and economic 
life. 

An extremely significant 
scries of discussions between 
leading educators,, business- 
"mun~Tuid - public— officials - is 
taking place this year under 
the sponsorship of the Ameri- 
can' Assembly, a .unit of Co- 
lumbia University established 
by General Dwight D. Elsen- 
hower when ho served as 
president of Columbia Uni- 
versity, and the Canadian In- 
stitute of International af- 
fairs. 

The announcement of the 
Interest Equalization Tax by 
tins Administration (followed 
by the speedy statement that 
it' would not apply to invest- 
ments in Canada) left sub- 
stantial misunderstandings in 
its wake. Notwithstanding 
the Treasury Department's 
assurances that this 15 per 
cent tax on foreign capital In- 
vestments will not apply to in- 
vestments in Canada, the bill 
contains no clear-cut -exemp- 
tion and a skepticism persists 
which affects our close eco- 
nomic tics. 

But the Canadian Govern- 
ment also has been guilty of 
actions regarded by many as 
unfriendly, if not down- 
right hostile, to American 
businessmen and invest- 
ors from this side of 
the border. Starting In 1057 
with announcements by for- 
mer Conservative Prime Min- 
ister Dicfcnbaker, this atti- 
tude has been followed since 
I06t by I he Liberal Minister 
of Finance. Mr. Walter Gor- 
don, who seeks to impose a 
30 per cent tax on large sales 
of Canadian stocks in the 
United States, and other 
discriminatory measures. A 
Canadian professor of politi- 
cal economy, James Eayrs, 
has charged that "Mr. Gor- 
don would bite the hand that 
fed him." 

Even more recently, the 
Canadian Government has 
adopted the "Remissions of 
Duty Act" which permits the 
forgiveness of duties on var- 
ious products imported from 
the United States and credit- 
ing such amounts as a subsidy 
on Canadian products export- 
ed to the United States. 
While this form of subsidy ap- 
plies mainly to automobile 
parts, it has resulted in a 
form of unfair competition 
which many American manu- 
facturers are unable to meet. 
One business firm in our I2t7i 
Congressional District is ad- 
versely affected by this prac- 
tice. 

The report of (he Ameri- 
can Assembly meeting bekl 
in April and the subsequent 
report of the more recent 
meeting held last month in 
Quebec help bring out two 
governments and our respec- 
tive citizens to a position of 
greater understanding-. In 
addition, the public aware- 
ness which has resulted from 
these conferences can help 
avoid further actions of the 
Canadian Parliament or the 
United States Congress, or 
agencies or bureaus of either 
nation, which might adverse- 
ly affect the clo.se ties which 
Join us. . *

Back In 1903, the Post 
Office Department Inaugur- 
ated a policy of moving' first- 
class mall by air on a space 
available basis. In other 
words, if you happened to bo 
iucky,.your Scent stamp gets 
you-8-cenls woi'th-of-eari'lago,- 
II was argued that an over- 
ail economy in mail transport- 
ing costs would result. 

Now the* General Account- 
ing Office, which Is th e 
watchdog o'f federal spend- 
ing, has reviewed the airlift 
program for 1960-61. And It 
lias found, and has so report- 
ed to Congress, that the De- 
partment has Incurred un- 
necessaVy costs because of 
the airlift. Specifically, it 
says, rather than reducing 
costs by a predicted $2I2;000 
a year, expansion of the pro- 
gram lias increased them by 
more than a million, or by 
about 85 per cent more than 
the costs of surface transpor- 
tation. The GAO also noted 
that there was airlift service 
on cerlaln routes on week- 
ends and at cerlaln other 
times when existing surface 
transportation could provide 
the same service at substan- 
tial reductions in the Depart- 
ment's transportation costs. 

It seems only reasonable 
that those who want their 
mail to be airlifted he re- 
quired to stick on the proper 
.postage. Surface transpor- 
tation of regular mail — which 
is primarily provided by the 
railroads with their huge 
fleets of matlcars— is effi- 
cient, economical, and capa- 
ble of meeting any demand as 
'the almost Incredible job 
done at Christmas time at- 
tests year after year. The 
sole advantage of the airlift 
is speed and that is only a 
factor when great distances 
arc involved. And those who 
find a need for speed should 
pay for It.
